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THE DYNAMIC OLYMPIAKOS 
When Mr. John Frank, the Manager of 
P.S.L. asked me to write a short back¬ 
ground story relating to the proposed 
visit of OLYMPIAKOS I knew immediately 
tfjat The Australian Soccor Public was 
not fully aware of what the OLYMPIAKOS 
Club really was. Certainly the Club was 
initially constituted in 1925 as a Soccer 
Club, but since its formation it has become 
something more than a Soccer Club — 
it is, in ’fact, a giant sporting complex. 
Something completely different from our 
understanding of a soccer club. 

In its 53 year history, the Club has, in 
addition to its soccer activities, formed 
teams in the following sports: Athletics, 
wrestling weight-lifting, swimming, boxing, 
water-polo, sailing, rowing, volley-ball, 
basket-ball and table-tennis. These teams 
compete not only in Greece but through¬ 
out Europe. This emphasises the dynamic 
nature of OLYMPIAKOS and distinguishes 
it from our normal understanding in 
Australia of what constitutes a soccer club. 
Turning to the soccer background of the 
Club, the records indicate that since 
the formation of the national soccer 
competition in Greece, (similar to our 
PSL) OLYMPIAKOS has won the comp¬ 
etition 5 times, in 1966, 1967, 1973, 
1974 and 1975. In addition, the OLY¬ 
MPIAKOS Club has won the Greek Nat¬ 
ional Cup (similar to Philips Cup) 16 
times between 1937—1975. 

The Club has its home base in Piraeus, 
the second largest city in Greece. It has 
as its home ground the world famous 
Karaiskakis Stadium with a seating capacity 
of 45,000 and is presently constructing 
its own ground at Randi.(near Athens) 
which will have a seating capacity of 
65,000. 

In this current Soccer season OLY<MP- 
lAKOS has paid approximately 29 million 
drachmas for the acquisition of players 
(approximately A$ 700,000). It has on its 
staff 3 foreign players, the German Ror- 
bauch and the Argentinians Perone and 
Losanta. It also has a number of the 
present stars of the national Greek team 
including Kyrastas and Galakos who 


scored two magnificent goals in Greece's 
victory in the recent international over 
Hungary (Greece won 4—1). 

Notwithstanding the huge sums of money 
expended the Club still considers its players 
as semi-professionals and not as full-time 
professionals thus distinguishing the Club 
from many European and English Clubs. 

OLYMPIAKOS also competed this year 
in the EUFA Cup but unfortunately 
was eliminated on goal average (4—3 ) 
by the Bulgarian Club LEFSKI. OLY¬ 
MPIAKOS lost the first match in Sofia 
3—1 but was victorious in Pireaus 2—1. 

The present Manager of OLYMPIAKOS is 
the experienced Yugoslav Toza Vesel- 
inovitch and therefore the encounters 
between the OLYMPIAKOS and PSL teams 
in Australia promise to provide a battle 
of tactics as well as a display of soccer 
skills. 

On behalf of the soccer community in 
Australia, we congratulate the PSL in bring¬ 
ing such a dynamic club as OLYMPIAKOS 
to Australia. 

We welcome the players, officials and 
members of the press travelling with 
OLYMPIAKOS and we wish them, as well 
as our own players, every success" and 
know that Soccer will be the Victor.
